Barlow's last experiment, the beam broke 
with 313,000 changes. 


It was also found that wrought iron girders 


nro not safe, if subjected to a load equal to a 
teusible strain of seven tons per square inch, 
and aro not safe if that strain is subjected to 
alternate changes of removing the load and 
putting it on again, provided a certain 
amount of vibration is produced. Five tons 
of tensile strain ou tho bottom of girders 
may bo considered au ample standard of 
strength.
